I Frenchman, an Engliahmsn, an Amer¬ 
ican and many other nations, from 
easily dcMrihod national traits; yc( 
these arc all of the human species, and 
of Anglu Saxon. So you carry w 
Moore to Europe, and in a few yearn 
you go alter him, and you fiud fail 
habits are the same, but bis color hal 
grown a little different and his body 
perhaps iiotuo smaller. 

While I was in Buston last winter, 
au i£lk waa brought to market—tLera 
was ■ great excitement and Many 
wuc d■appointed in not getting a 
fit*ok front him at a great price—yet I 
roulJ sec nothing very dissimilar in 
him from the Moose, that is in essen¬ 
tial points, which describe different 
clufifivf. There ia aiuclt variableness 
in Mo. fie—in their colur, ton shape of 
ibeir milk-:fi, and between old and 
yJung, nnd male and female; and n 
there is r great diversity of opinion 
auiuiig naturalists as regards Maty 
nniuiala 1 thii.k we are yet in anr in* 
f.iticy an regards a ri-liablu itsndsrd 
work mi American animals.
